GOOD FRIDAY 
In the history of the world only one religion 
has adopted as its sy mbol that which originally 
was an implement of ex ecu tion and hu m iliation 
— the cross. Before the cru cifix ion which is com­ 
m em orated today , the cross, throu ghou t the Ro­ 
m an Empire, had the same grim and shamefu l 
significance as the gallows tree of modern times. 
Bu t, becau se of one death, the cross of inex or­ 
able Roman law was ov ershadowed by the cross 
of Christianity . Today , Good Friday is set aside 
for contemplation of that cross. In some parts 
of the world, forces lately hav e been u nleashed 
which conceiv ably may lead to persecu tions sim­ 
ilar to those faced by early dev otees of Chris­ 
tianity . 
Other, more fortu nate nations, su ch as ou r 
own, are u nmenaced by threats of rev ersion to 
pagan ferocity ; bu t here and now, as in all ages, 
other forces, less alarm ing bu t spiritu ally and 
morally deadening, continu e to operate. The in­ 
div idu als throu gh whom they work are person­ 
ally well m eaning and often disposed to fair 
dealing and ju stice — like Gallio who refu sed to 
become a party to persecu tion of Pau l, althou gh 
he, Gallio, “cared for none of those things.” 
A v agu e and negativ e “caring for none of those 
things” does not necessarily preclu de a code of 
ethics and condu ct for the indiv idu al; bu t a col­ 
lectiv e philosophy of moral and spiritu al indiffer­ 
ence means, in the long ru n, a chaotic sooial 
conscience. On Good Friday , at least, nominal 
dev otees of Christianity who “care for none of 
those things” throu gh most of the y ear, well may 
tu rn to contem plation of the dark and tragic 
hou rs, more than 1900 y ears ago, which tu rned 
a cross into The Cross. 


EUROPE RE-FORMING 
Eu rope ou tside of the German Reich is re­ 
forming itself into a post-M u nich world, bu t it 
isn’t the sort of post-M u nich world that Prime 
Minister Chamberlain ex pected. 
The German 
seizu re of w hat rem ained of Czechoslov akia and 
of Memel changed Mr. Cham berlain’s preoccu pa­ 
tion with appeasement. He did not find it possi­ 
ble to line u p the smaller and still ¿su rv iv ing Eu ­ 
ropean states on a merfe .basis of ideological oppo­ 
sition to Hitler. Hence the specific pledge to 
Poland, the prospectiv e pledge to Ru mania, the 
possible alignm ents with Yu goslav ia, Tu rkey and 
Greece. Mr. Chamberlain, with an almost u nan­ 
imou s home opinion behind him , 
is facing w hat 
he now considers realities. The Belgian erections 
show a stroi/g, u nified national sentim ent. If 


this be encirclement, Hitler is left to make the 
most of it. 
The British gu aranty to Poland, althou gh de­ 
scribed as an interim arrangem ent, seems to hav e 
astou nded and angered Der Fu ehrer. The hesi­ 
tation and confu sion in the Germ an broadcast­ 
ing arrangem ents for Satu rday ’s speech, their 
u ltim ate cancellation after Hitler had started 
orating, the su bseq u ent broadcasting to the G er­ 
m an people of a phonograph record of his tirade 
— all these were u n-G erm an and u n-Nazi in 
their w ant of method and precision. There was 
no m ention of Poland in the speech, no mention 
of Premier Cham berlain’s gu aranty , and thu s no 
ex planation — as far as the German pu blic was 
concerned — of the reasons for anti-B ritish in­ 
v ectiv e. The speech contained boasts of German 
strength, a readiness to accept the challenge of 
war, confidence in the sweet u ses of reason, ne­ 
gotiation and peace. The world is left to decipher 
this strange hodge-podge as best it can. Dou bt­ 
less it contained somewhere the secret of H itler’s 
fu tu re policies and acts, bu t he himself m u st de­ 
code it as his su dden and fatefu l intu itions impel. 
Poland, as a possible battlefield, has good rea­ 
son to be cau tiou s. When the au gu st Times of 
London hinted that Mr. Cham berlain’s commit­ 
m ent m eant less than it said, the Foreign Office 
issu ed a su pplement indicating tha t it was Poland 
herself who wou ld decide w hat threatened her 
independence, that if Poland decided to fight for 
Danzig and Pomorze, then Britain wou ld fight, 
too. There is a school of opinion at London that 
holds that from Poland, in retu rn, m u st be ex act­ 
ed a promise to attack the Reich shou ld the Reich 
attack Britain and France in western Eu rope, 
thu s assu ring the fam iliar 1914 pattern of a 
Germ an war on two fronts. 
These arrangem ents and others rem ain to be 
worked ou t. Where Moscow stands, ex cept to in­ 
du lge in somewhat ribald comment in the light 
of her snu bbing at Mu nich, is not determinable. 
Thou gh all this su ggests a retu rn to the balance 
of power of prewar decades, which in the end 
precipitated rather than prev ented war, there 
seems to be no alternativ e if Germ an ex pansion 
is to be halted. 
If commitments and alliances against the Reich 
are dangerou s, it m u st also be said that an ap­ 
peasement that deliv ered v ast territories and 
some 25,000,000 new citizens into H itler’s hands, 
and of which there was no end in sight, was no 
less dangerou s. Mr. Cham berlain’s present v iew 
is that if Eu rope is* to die, a t least it will not be 
a case of su icide.

Du Pont, m u lti-m illionaire in­ 
du strialist and real estate dev el­ 
oper, mov ed to Florida from Del­ 
aware. He died a t his Jackson­ 
v ille home in April, 1935. 
Prev iou s state collections from 
the Du Pont estate totalled $3,- 
635,7 9 1.38 . A pay m ent in 
1936 
helped the state make fu ll pay ­ 
m ent to schools for the first time 
in many y ears. 
At Jacksonv ille, Cou nty Ju dge 
J. Ollie Edmu nds said he had 
signed orders perm itting ex ecu ­ 
tors of the estate to borrow $11,- 
650,351.42 from New York City 
banks to make the state and fed­ 
eral inheritance tax pay ments. 
The Du Pont will was probated 
in his cou rt. Ju dge Edmu nds said

STIMSONIÎTIICKS 


ISOLATION POLICY 


Washington, April 
6 (iP)—Hen­ 
ry L. Stimson, one time Republi­ 
can secretary of state, urged 
congress and nation y esterday 
to throw isolation overboard and 
give President Roosevelt greater 
powers to discriminate between 
aggressors and victims in war. 
“I weigh my words,” Stimson 
told the senate foreign relations 
committee, “when I say that I 
believe that our present Cauca­ 
sian civilization is threatened 
with the gravest danger with 
which it has been confronted 
for four centuries.” 
Stimson, first witness at hear­ 
ings on proposed changes in the 
neutrality act, said the theory 
of isolation “looks a little shop­ 
worn” and that the neutrality 
act, based on the former code of 
nations, was outmoded. 
Asking that wider discretion­ 
ary powers be given the Presi­ 
dent, the former cabinet officer 
remarked that the handling of 
foreign affairs had a most sober­ 
ing effect upon those entrusted 
with them and added: 
“I am not impressed with the 
fear that in that zone presiden­ 
tial discrtion is likely to be 
abused.” 
Stimson added that should 
general war start in Europe this 
spring, the present neutrality 
law might facilitate a result that 
would make the United States 
“the nex t victim of attack.”

mob to cry out for another pris­ 
oner— another Jesus; in fact, 
Jesus Bar Abbas — who had been 
thrown in prison for murder 
committed during an insurrec­ 
tion.

He made 
no pretense of rendering a de­ 
cision, but merely gav e in to the 
priestly leaders of the people and 
to the mob they had gathered. 
Jesus was turned ov er to the 
soldiers and led away to be cru­ 
cified. 
So the high priests had their 
way . Their lie had prev ailed. By 
ov erwhelming force of mob sup­ 
port, they had coerced the serv ile 
Gov ernor. Jesus’ disciples were 
now leaderless. 
His cause was 
lost. There was no longer any 
threa t of danger to the priests’ 
continued control of the temple 
and to the na tiona l worship.

Tha t’s what they thought. And 
it looked as if they were right. 
Any way , no one interfered with 
the crucifix ion. 
It took place 
outside the city , probably just to 
the north and ov erlooking the 
road to Samaria and Galilee. 
Nailing or ty ing a prisoner to 
a cross was the penalty of the 
worst crimes a gainst the State, 
and so ignominious and barbar­ 
ous tha t no Roman citizen was 
put to death in this manner. 
The worst pain of all came 
from thirst, as the body dried 
out in the hot sun and the open 
air. But Jesus refused to jdrink 
the drugged wine tha t some 
touch of mercy permitted the 
soldiers to offer Him. 
He would not y ield possession 
of Himself, or let His mind grow 
cloudy , whatev er the agony in 
store.

She’s worth sav ing , not be­ 
cau se she lay s a lot of eg g s, bu t 
to produ ce more families of ef­ 
ficient eg g lay ers. 
Uncle Sam ’s scientists hav e 
increased eg g produ ction in a 
flock of Lig ht Su ssex chickens 
nearly 40 per cent. Now they ’re 
ready to recommend the m eth­ 
od for all breeds, althou g h they 
are only part way throu g h the 
ex periment. 
Of this ex perim ental flock they 
ex pect to raise av erag e produ c­ 
tion to 200 eg g s a hen, possibly 
by the end of this y ear. T h at’s 
twice the estim ated av erag e for 
U. S. farm flocks. And the sci­ 
entists hav e been a t this ex peri­ 
m ent only fiv e y ears — a short 
time as breeding tests g o. 
They started late in 19 33 with 
38 Lig ht Su ssex hens ( a breed 
with white bodies and black neck 
and tail feathers) 
and three 
roosters introdu ced from Eng ­ 
land and Canada. 
They had 
to pick the first hens for eg g pro­ 
du ction 
alone 
becau se 
there 
were no family records. They 
chose hens th a t lay from 110 to 
200 eg g s a y ear. 
Along came the new crop of 


chickens. As soon as the pu llets 
were old enou g h to lay , the sci­ 
entists beg an keeping records on 
each. 
This 
they 
accomplished 
by 
trap-nesting . They bu ilt a sep­ 
arate com partm ent for each pu l­ 
let. She cou ld enter any time 
she felt the u rg e to lay an eg g . 
Bu t when she entered a nest a 
door closed on her and she 
cou ldn’t g et ou t u ntil an a t­ 
tendant appeared, opened the 
door and nu mbered her eg g . 
Then the scientists checked the 
family records. Only the m oth­ 
ers of the big g est eg g produ c­ 
ing families were kept for breed­ 
ing , plu s a few of the best lay ­ 
ers from the y ou ng er g eneration. 
Resu lts beg an to show on th e 
second y ear’s retu rns. Eg g pro­ 
du ction increased from 129 .2 av ­ 
erag e in 19 34 to 135.3 in 19 35. 
The scientists repeated the pro­ 
cedu re, each y ear sav ing the 
best parents. 
The produ ction cu rv e looks 
like a boom-time m arket chart. 
It climbed from the av erag e of 
129 .2 eg g s the first y ear to 177.5 
a hen in 19 38 and it’s still rising . 
W hat’s more, the eg g s are 
abov e standard weig ht. 
They 
av erag e 24.4 ou nces a dozen com­ 
pared 
with 
the 
standard 
24 
ou nces. 
If the weig ht shou ld beg in to 
slip, departm ent scientists can 
work the same prog eny testing 
techniq u e to bring weig ht back 
u p. Incidentally this m ethod al­ 
so is u sed to increase or de­ 
crease the weig ht of chickens. 
Gov ernment 
ex perts 
believ e 
their ex perim ents prov e 
th a t 
prog eny testing pay s any one in­ 
terested in breeding better eg g - 
lay ers.

By the AP Featu re Serv ice 
Hou rs before dawn on Easter, 
lig hts will flash on in thou sands 
of American homes. Families will 
g u lp coffee in chilly kitchens, 
then speed away . 
They will be heading for East­ 
er su nrise serv ices—an institu ­ 
tion th a t has spread ov er Ameri­ 
ca a score of y ears, a dram atic 
token of the Resu rrection. 
The thou sands of su nrise ser­ 
v ices stem from g rowing into a 
tradition, like the foreru nner of 
them all—the one institu ted by 
the Home M orav ian chu rch at 
W inston-Salem, N. C., in 
1771 
and observ ed ev ery y ear since. 
One of the most elaborate ser­ 
v ices is held in a hu g e natu ral 
theatre in th e W ichita m ou n­ 
tains, near Lawton, Okla. There 
is presented a pag eant based on 
the Life of Christ, with em pha­ 
sis on the ev ents of Holy Week. 
T hat serv ice is in its 13th y ear, 
and is attended by abou t 100,000 
persons. 
Another widely -known su nrise 
observ ance is th a t of Holly wood 
Bowl. This y ear's will be its 17 th. 
The bowl alway s is jam m ed to Its 
20,000 capacity , and th e sau cer 
of hills in whic* \ it sets is 
throng ed w ith some 10,000-more. 
Its spectacle is the “liv ing cross

“Big Show”—to which he and

were 
technical heirs—mortg ag ed for a 
million dollars—and the m ort­ 
g ag ors all set to foreclose. It 
seemed more or less incu m bent 
on him to rescu e the show be­ 
fore the Ring ling s were crowded 
ou t. 
North persu aded some New 
York bankers th a t a circu s was a 
sou nd inv estment. So, one ju m p 
ahead of the sheriff, the bank­ 
ers took ov er the mortg ag e and 
nom inated North to ru n 
the 
show u ntil it was paid off. 
To “needle” a du biou s season, 
North g ambled sev eral hu ndred 
thou sand dollars on G arg antu a, 
the 6 00-pou nd, six -foot g orilla;

Atlantic 
City ’s observ ance, more th an 20 
y ears old, is held on the Steel 
Pier. 
In W ashing ton, the citizenry 
ru bs elbows at dawn w ith diplo­ 
m ats, cabinet members and mili­ 
tary officers a t Arling ton Ceme­ 
tery in the impressiv e serv ice 
condu cted by the K nig hts Temp­ 
lar. 
Sev enty -fiv e 
thou sand, wor­ 
shipers are ex pected a t Chicag o’s 
Soldier field this y ear for the 
sev enth annu al serv ice. The two- 
hou r serv ice, held before a 110- 
foot cross, will be broadcast na­ 
tionally .
